High Temperature 
Hurts Some Crops 


Some Florida vegetables were 
adversely affected by temper- 
atures much above normal, 
March 12-15. Others were 
benefited, showing accelerated 
growth and decreased disease 
problems. Strong, gusty north 
winds on the 16th, turning to 
colder the 18th, blew sand, 
burned some tender plants, and 
ruffled vegetables in many 
areas, according to G. Norman 
Rose of the Florida Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service. 

Planting is declining but con 
tinued from south Dade Coun- 
ty to the northmost extrem- 

ies. Planting in the south cast 
sector is mostly confined to 
bush beans, nearing completion 
along the coast and in the 
Everglades. Limited plantings 
of sweet corn continues in the 
Everglades. In Central Flori- 
da seeding of leaf crops and 
sweet corn will continue into 
April: perhaps the general 
spring planting season will fin- 
ish up on the muck farms of 
this area. Celery transplanting 
will continue into April here. 
at Island Grove and in the

Pastures continue to respond 
to the warmer weather, how- 
ever, soil moisture is becom- 
ing short in most areas of the 
Central and Southern Penin- 
sula. Spring fertilization of pas- 
tures has been completed in 
most areas. Clovers have made 
good growth and are provid- 
ing good early grazing. Cattle 
condition is fair to good and 
is improving as pasture condi- 
tions improve. Calving is still 
active.

Security of the. Department 
of Labor announced a revision 
in the procedure for growers 
seeking temporary foreign 
workers.

ers $1.35 per hour in addition 
to other benefits to test avail- 
ability of American workers. 

The adjusted adverse effect 
wage rate will go into effect 
for Florida for new crop acti- 
vities beginning after April 1 
It is not retroactive to crop 
activities now in progress. 

The Labor Department ac- 
tion will have no effect on the 
harvest of sugar cane. Wages 
for this have already been set 
at $1.35 per hour under the 
provisions of the Sugar Act 
by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture.

Henry Ford introduced into 
this country when he built the first 
Model Y. 

Rising prices of farm equip- 
ment are no different than rising 
prices of all other goods and ser- 
vices. They are the end results of 
the accepted philosophy of an an- 
nua! depreciation in the value of 
the dallar. As long as this annual 
depreciation continues, the upward 
trend in prices will continue irre- 
spective of boycotts, regulations or 
any other superficial panaceas. 

. Higher machinery prices will 
inevitably mean higher food prices. 
It would not be surprising to hear 
next that tractor manufacturers 
are to be subjected to some kind of 
utility-type regulation. This would 
be as unworkable as declaring the” 
fami'y farm a public utility. The 
one certainty is that efforts to arti- 
ficially force prices down can lead 
to scarcities,

Cheating Ourselves 


A question the American 
public should ask itself is 
"When is a limit not a limit?" 
The answer, of course, is 
when Congress sets a so-call- 
ed ceiling on the national debt. 

Our national lawmakers re- 
cently raised the debt ceiling 
by $6 billion, to a total , of 
$336 billion. Yet only the very 
innocent believe that spenders 
in Washington won't soon 
knock a hole in that ceiling. 

In setting debt limitations 
which turn out to be meaning- 
less, the U. S. makes a laugh- 
ing stock of itself among 
thoughtful students of mone- 
tary and fiscal matters. One 
such student is Harry Schultz, 
author of the "Schultz Letter" 
on international finance. In a 
recent letter from London, 
Mr. Schultz reported that Prof 
Albert Hahn, the Swiss econo- 
mist, pointed out that a debt 
ceiling “can't be raised and still 
be called a ceiling." (And yet 
Congress has raised the "debt

ceiling" in this country time 
and time again since the end 
of the Second World War. Ac- 
tually, we have no ceiling — 
the sky is the limit.) 

The periodic upward revis- 
ion of the debt ceiling is a 
manifestation of intellectual 
and moral weakness insofar 
as our. nation's financial af- 
fairs are concerned. Executive 
Branch officials who propose 
raising the ceiling, and the 
Congressmen who bow to their 
wishes, surely know in their 
hearts that such actions are 
irresponsible. The individual 
official or lawmaker doesn't 
fool himself into believing that 
he cán dispense with debt li- 
mitations insofar as his per- 
sonal finances are concerned. 
He knows that there is a real 
and absolute limit on the debt 
which he can handle. Thus an 
individual knows, for example, 
that he may be able to afford 
to buy a $25,000 home, but 
that a $100,00 house is com-

We know what happens to 
an individual who , borrows 
more than he can repay, or 
who lives on a scale that is be- 
yond his means. He ends up in 
a terrible financial tangle, his 
credit ruined and his family 
in sad shape. 

The individual Congress- 
man knows this full well. Yet 
a majority of, Congress regu- 
larly votes to raise the debt 
limit. What they are doing 
when they vote in this manner 
is revealing a willingness to 
handle their country's finan- 
cial afairs in a irresponsible 
manner — a manner in which 
they would not handle their 
personal affairs. 

What is it that makes of- 
ficials and lawmakers imagine 
that a nation is exempt from 
rules concerning debt which 
are applicable to individuals? 
What is our natión, after all. 
but the sum total of the in- 
dividuals living in this land? 
And what is wrong for the 
lone citizen also is wrong for 
the citizenry as a whole. 

For a man of moderate means 
to buy a $100,000 house won't 
make him rich. It won't make 
his wife or children happy. As 
a matter of fact, it will im- 
poverish him and cause unhap- 
piness for his family 

This truth holds true for 
our national family. Spending 
billions of dollars on foreign 
and domestic giveaways — bil- 
lions the country can't afford 
to spend — is comparable with 
purchasing a 
can't pay for. 

Juggling the nation's ledgers 
in an effort to continue to live 
in a state of free spending lux- 
ury is no more rational than 
juggling one's personal check 
book. You can't fool the world 
any more than you can fool 
the bank. Raising the national 
debt ceiling is on a par with 
kiting a check. 

The truth, however, is that 
in recent years — as a result 
of the various Deals, the New 
Frontier and the Great Soc- 
iety — we have become a dan- 
gerously self-indulgent people. 
We want to have our cake and 
eat it too, Even though we 
may only be able to afford 
hamburger, we all too often 
are determined to order caviar 
on the cuff. As a nation, we 
have a good charge account. 
But sooner or later, the bills 
have to be paid. It is ridicu- 
lous to say we simply owe 
the money to ourselves. 

Foreign countries, such as 
France, see what is happen- 
ing to our dollar as a result 
of wild spending policies, and 
they are withdrawing credits in 
gold. Unless the U. S. reforms, 
there will be a dreadful day 
of monetary and fiscal reckon-

In Florida, the state law de- 
clares that absences due to the 
students illness or illness in 
the immediate family are ex- 
cused: all other absences are 
unexcused. Here in BGHS.

xcept in cases where legiti- 
mate excuses are offered. In 
these cases, it is best (if pos- 
sible) to have the absence okay 
ed before the date of the ab- 
sence (doctor appointments,
